that I lovingly refer to as ''The Autism Express." 

On the cover of The Wanderer this week you will 
notice the autism awareness puzzle piece ribbon tucked 
into the masthead lit up in blue as our very small, but 
sincere way of saying "We see you." And we want the 
world to see you, too. 

Most of my regular readers are familiar with my 
story, the main character being my now 13-year-old son 
with autism, and for the past two years I have taken the 
month of April to talk about our history, our journey, 
and to spread just a little bit more awareness of autism, 
striving towards acceptance and inclusion. 

For the record, autism is a neurological 'disorder' 
(although now I lean more towards neurological 
'diversity') that is referred to as a 'spectrum disorder' 
because of the many diverse variations in expression of 
correlating 'symptoms,' individual to each person. 

From one area of the spectrum to another, 
there may be delayed cognitive development, sensory 
processing dysfunction (for example, extreme sensitivity 
to touch, light, sound, and an impairment in filtering 
sensory input), lack of speech or speech delay, difficulty 
with self and emotional regulation, and other behavioral 
expressions such as self-stimulating and repetitive 
movements (stimming), undeveloped social skills and 
awareness, shortened attention span, gross and fine motor 
difficulties, and an intense fixation with trains. (OK, that 
last one pertains to my kiddo). 

I list these 'symptoms' as sensitively as I can 
while still fostering an understanding of how autism can 
affect the individual; however, as awareness of autism 
has increased over time, acceptance of the neuro-diversity

Candidate's Event Sparks Contention in BOS Race

It was the liveliest of all of the candidate's 
forums so far, said emcee Sharon Lally at the annual COA 
candidates' forum, but as one candidate for selectman 
said as he exited the building, "I'd rather schedule a 
colonoscopy." 

Sparks started to fly between Richard Nunes, 
Greenwood "Woody" Flartley, and Bendrix Bailey, the 
candidates for Board of Selectmen, once they took to the 
podium on March 23 to address voters and each other. 

Selectman Nunes, the incumbent of 15 years in 
the race for Rochester Board of Selectmen, said his interest 
is to keep taxes affordable, maintain fiscal responsibility, 
and to keep the town's rural character. Fie touted 
board accomplishments, such as the 2016 Community 
Compact with the governor, the regionalization of the 911 
dispatch which will save taxpayers $150,000 a year, and 
the initiation of a 2009 investigation into non-resident 
students attending Rochester Memorial School. 

Nunes said he also supported the new gas 
station/ convenience store location at Routes 28 and 58, 
and opposed the solar farm once proposed for the center 
of town. 

"I am only a taxpayer in Rochester," said 
Nunes. "I don't conduct business in town or have family 
members who do," said Nunes, whose speech then 
turned to focus on Flartley and some conflicts of interest

alleged by Nunes. ''Mr. Hartley has a couple conflicts of 
interest," he said. Hartley's wife, Sharon Hartley, is on the 
Rochester School Committee "and a staunch advocate for 
schools." Nunes also said Hartley's sister is a member of 
the Rochester Women's Club, owners of the building that 
the Town leases for the town hall annex at $30,000 a year. 

"It is my understanding that Mr. Hartley will be 
representing the Women's Club tomorrow regarding the 
Town and its leasing arrangement," said Nunes. 

Nunes also said it was Hartley's town meeting 
article that voters approved, making the town meeting 
minimum quorum go from 75 to 100, the reason Nunes 
said the 2015 Annual Town Meeting was almost null and 
void due to it proceeding without a quorum.

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''This was perplexing given the fact that less and 
less registered voters are showing up at Town Meeting," 
said Nunes. 

In closing, Nunes said, "An affordable Rochester 
is a constant battle and can only be sustainable if all 
residents speak up, and that is why I am asking for your 
vote on April 12." 

Next up was Bailey, saying, "Tm running for 
selectman because I love Rochester." 

Bailey has been on the Planning Board for five 

years. 

Bailey later added that he would forfeit his 
selectman's salary of $4,100 annually to put towards a 
line item to upgrade the town website, which he deems

outdated. 

"I must think there are some things that need to 
be changed, and I do," Bailey said. The top two things, he 
said: leadership and transparency. 

His first example of poor leadership is the 
offensive color of the mandated trash barrels. 

"We have big blue and orange barrels in this 
town," said Bailey, and on every Friday, he said, the town 
looks like one big construction site. Middleboro received 
"prettier barrels, red like cranberries," with green or 
yellow tops. "And they just look a little bit better," he 
said, adding that no one had the opportunity to have any 
say on the colors of the barrels. 

And the 911 dispatch regionalization, said Bailey, 
while he is unsure if it will save money for the town, 
what interests him is the lack of transparency the Board 
of Selectmen took in adopting the measure. "How was it 
handled?" he asked. Were workers consulted? Was the fire 
chief consulted? "The answer is 'no,'" he said. 

"None of those people were engaged in that 
process," said Bailey. "It was just something the selectmen 
did on their own ... and that's not transparent." 

Bailey gave a hands-on demonstration of the 
town budget, having constructed a three-dimensional bar 
graph from a wooden block and different colored rods 
representing the town departments. The one depicting the 
school budget, of metal, towered above the others. Bailey 
has been very vocal about his opinion on the ORR school 
budget, agreeing with Tri-Town officials that the School 
Committee has created its financial burden through bad 
contract negotiations. 

Bailey also griped about only having a part- 
time fire chief instead of a full-time one, and the police 
department not having Tasers. 

"That's one of the first things Tm gonna do," said 
Bailey. "Vote for some change in town government," he 
urged voters. 

When Hartley approached the podium, he let out 
a "Wow." 

"Wow. I really don't know where to begin," 
Hartley said. "Tm a little shocked, disappointed," he said, 
that the election had "degraded itself to national politics,"

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referring to Nunes' attack. 

"I think it's pretty sad," Hartley said, while 
defending his wife and sister for their volunteer work 
and how all the money collected by the Women's Club 
nonprofit goes back to the community "No one takes a 
dime," said Hartley 

Hartley defended the quorum increase, saying the 
town was growing and so should Town Meeting. Nunes, 
he added, supported the article at the time, although 
Nunes later stated that he supported it "as a courtesy" to 
the then town moderator. Hartley. 

Hartley said he has served the Town of 
Rochester for 45 years - from Cub Scout capacity, to 
town moderator, to now when he cooks breakfast for the 
seniors at the CO A. 

"I have a little business experience," said Hartley, 
a cranberry grower in town. "A lot of us work in town 
- Thank God we do - it's not a conflict of interest, that's 
called community." 

Hartley said he sees opportunity where people 
see problems. "I have the ability to bring people together 
for a common goal." 

"We do need to start planning," said Hartley. 

"We need to let data give us direction, not emotion." He 
continued, "We need to get all the people who need the 
money together, including the schools." Hartley said open 
communication and transparent government were key, 
criticizing the Board of Selectmen for holding executive 
sessions before roughly 30 meetings, 70 percent of 
meetings, according to Hartley. 

"You will have a choice," said Hartley. "Your 
choice was made quite clear tonight . . . Ask yourself, who 
has been working for this town for 45 years already?"

revenues for the past several years at the ORR School 
District. 

Concerned that a recent accrual report and study 
completed by KMS Actuaries declared the OPEB liability 
for the school district at $21 million this year, and with 
no plan on the part of the school district to fund OPEB, 
Gagne believes that time is of the essence. 

Gagne said, "I feel strongly after seven years and 
budget cycles we need to step back and look at finances, 
funding, revenues of the school district." 

"This is the greatest, most significant issue to 
address for the next eight to ten years," he told the board. 

Gagne reminded the selectmen that several years 
ago, the town had set up budget line items to set aside 
money in trust accounts for the local school and town 
employee retirement plans. "We now have after six years 
$1.6 million towards that liability," he said. 

But Gagne stressed the need for OPEB to be a 
budgetary line item at the school district as well. 

"This [liability] is only going to get bigger and 
bigger," Gagne said. 

Selectman Tyler Macallister said, "I think it's 
necessary . . . we need to take a look at getting the business 
of the school healthy." 

Selectman Paul Silva asked how the OPEB 
liability was split between the Tri-Towns. Gagne wasn't 
sure how that would work, but thought the study would 
help to ferret that piece out. 

Silva said, "We need to know what that number 
is . . . what if Mattapoisett puts money away but the other 
towns don't ... we need to answer those questions." 

Continuing on, Silva said, "It's not rocket science 
. . . when you have a $6 million budget, when you have 
salaries going up four percent per year - you are behind 
the eight ball." 

Gagne said, "They went to school choice ... it's 
a safety net this year . . . but what about next year?" He 
called it a severe deficit situation. 

When asked why the school committee members 
repeated that salaries only went up two percent but the 
towns say it was more, Silva responded, "Step increases 
. . . they only talk about the contractual increase . . . when

"What about Old Colony?" Gagne indicated that should 
be part of the larger conversation. 

Macallister said, "Even without the other towns, 
we need to get ready." 

Gagne stated, "It's paramount to know how we 
got into this, and we need to plan and stick to the plan." 

All three selectmen supported an article to 
appropriate money for a study. Gagne will discuss 
Mattapoisett's plan with Marion and Rochester to try and 
gain their support as well. 

In other bleak budget news. Library Director 
Susan Pizzolato reported that the FY18 federal budget 


draft cuts $3.2 million dollars from library funding. 

Pizzolato said in a prepared statement, "The 
current draft of the federal Fiscal FY 2018 budget 
eliminates funding for the Institute of Museum and 
Library Services, known as IMLS. The IMLS, along with 
appropriations made available through the Library 
Services and Technology Act, supports libraries across 
the country. This year, the Mass. Board of Library 
Commissioners received approximately 3.2 million 
dollars through the Library Services and Technology 
Act, from IMLS, to operate and to pass funding onto 
libraries directly through grants, and indirectly through 
services and products. IMLS ensures equitable access 
to quality library services. Eliminating the IMLS would

mean significant staffing cuts to the Mass. Board of 
Library Commissioners, greatly reducing their capacity 
to function. Their ability to administer the programs and 
services that we benefit from, here in Mattapoisett, would 
be impacted negatively."

Keating informing them of the town's concerns and 
asking for their support. 

The meeting was not all bad news. Jodi Bauer 
came before the board asking that they grant use of the 
town's transfer station for the annual Pilgrim Sands Trail 
Rider events planned for August and September.

''We need more." 

However, on March 21, the ORR School 
Committee did vote to accept a budget increase of 
$320,000, a sum falling far short of the $800,000 plus 
they were seeking. The FY18 ORR school budget was set 
at $18,093,215. Mattapoisett' s share of the total school 
district budget is $5,420,566 for FY18, with total school aid 
certified at $987,558. 

As the dust settled, Mattapoisett Town 
Administrator Michael Gagne moved towards focusing 
on the future - a future he believes holds the rising 
specter of financial disaster for the Tri-Towns. Thus, the 
tone was set for the March 23 meeting of the Mattapoisett 
Finance Committee.

When asked about recent ORR School Committee 
meetings, Gagne said, "OPEB (other post-employment 
benefits) to me is probably the biggest problem to come.... 
It has all the potential to impact bond ratings." Gagne 
said that OPEB stands at $21 million for ORR, without one 
dollar being set aside in a trust fund. 

Gagne explained that state and federal 
regulations allow municipalities to set up OPEB trust 
funds that can yield as much as five percent in annual 
interest, a much higher percentage than allowed in other 
saving plans. "Those trust funds can't be touched for 
anything other than paying for OPEB," he said. 

"The retirement pool is getting bigger . . . people 
are retiring younger. That means they are not eligible for 
Medicare so we have to pay the same insurance rate as 
we would for active employees ... that is costly." And 
without money set aside to pay these rising costs, Gagne 
believes there is the potential for financial ruin to the 
towns. 

And as for soaring health insurance costs, Gagne 
said rates climbed 11 percent this year. 

Gagne told the FinCom members that OPEB 
needs to be a line item in the school budget. "It's not 
something whimsical." 

Gagne then asked the support of the committee 
in seeking the selectmen's approval to move forward with 
an 'operations and fiscal strategic review' of ORR district 
spending in partnership with Rochester and Marion.

"I want to do a five-year study of the budget. ... 
Let's get a professional to come back with some 
recommendations," said Gagne. "We need to drill 
down. ... This is the way to get the towns the information 
they need to make decisions as to where we are going in 
the future," Gagne stated. The committee members gave 
their support. 

FinCom member Betty Pennington asked, "Isn't it 
the responsibility of the school committee to allocate their 
money?" 

"Yes, they have complete autonomy. They can 
move money around as they want," Gagne replied. 

Gary Johnson, another committee member, 
interjected, "But the problem is OPEB and retirement."

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Gagne said that several years ago Mattapoisett 
had added a line item to fund its municipal OPEB liability. 
Of the ORR budget, he said, ''We need analysis ... we 
can't go another two years [without savings] . . . we have 
got to plan." 

Johnson asked, "Can't we say, 'You build an 
OPEB plan or we'll do it for you and take it out of your 
budget?"' 

Gagne responded, "Yes." 

When asked about a Proposition override, 
Gagne stated, "That would be a Band-Aid . . . we need to 
identify the problems, achieve fiscal prudence, and tackle 
the problem." 

The Tri-Town board of selectmen representative 
during the ORR school negotiations was Mattapoisett 
Selectman Paul Silva. In a follow-up, Silva added to the 
school budget conversation. 

Silva said a request to have a bifurcated health 
insurance plan for new hires had failed to pass. "This 
year we needed a 50-50 split." He also expressed concern 
that the district's Excess & Deficiencies budget line 
item, a reserve fund, Silva explained, that is set aside 
for emergencies and had once held $800,000, had been 
"drained away" over the years to balance the ORR school 
budget. "That's not how that is supposed to be used," 
Silva said. 

In other FinCom business, Gagne provided the 
members with an administration budget that includes 
increases to group health insurance - up $202,000; 
Medicare tax up $35,000; and workman's compensation 
up $21,088. Gagne also said small increases were needed 
for the tree warden - $2,164 to cover tree maintenance and 
removals; shellfish propagation - $4,000; and $6,576 for 
the natural resources department primarily for shellfish 
policing he said. Ending on a positive note, Gagne pointed 
to savings in utility expenses to the tune of $20,000. 

Meeting with the committee members on this 
night was new hire Heidi Chuckran, CPA, to discuss the 
town accounting department budget. Chuckran is the 
former City of Brockton auditor whose experience and 
expertise were lauded by Gagne. 

Chuckran said that Mattapoisett "is a hidden 
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gem" and that "not many towns fund their OPEB," a 
critical area she said. 

Chuckran presented a level-funded budget for her 
department with small upticks in seminars, conferences, 
and statewide travel. She said these were necessary to 
maintain her certifications. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett Finance 
Committee is scheduled for March 30 at 6:30 pm in the 
town hall conference room. 

Tame Night For Conservation Commission 

Mattapoisett Conservation Commission

There have been numerous conservation 
commission meetings where the commissioners worked 
through long difficult agendas, sparred with consulting 
engineers over environmental impact, or tried to find a 
balance between Wetland Protection Act regulations and 
personal property rights. But not on March 27; it was a 
very tame night indeed. 

Coming before the Mattapoisett Conservation 
Commission were three applicants with Requests for 
Determination. 

First up was Katherine Norcross, 77 Long 
Plain Road, represented by Ron Bobola who described 
Norcross' plan to build a breeze way and in-law 
apartment on an existing home that would be 50 feet from 
demarcated wetlands. Norcross received a Negative 3 
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determination, clearing the way for an appearance before 
the Zoning Board of Appeals. 

Next came Kenneth and Joyce Yokel, 94 Fairhaven 
Road, with plans to construct a 10-foot by 14-foot shed on 
concrete forms. With no wetland issues near the proposed 
site. Yokel received a Negative 2. 

The final RDA heard was from Sharon Thompson, 
9 Cove Street, who sought permission to add a deck 
under her elevated home. Chairman Bob Rogers recused 
himself from the proceedings to avoid a conflict of 
interest. Commissioner Michael King was appointed by 
the remaining commissioners as temporary chairman. 

Thompson described her project, noting that the 
deck would be secured to the structure's concrete pilings 
and would float above the beach sand under the home. 
She easily received a Negative 3. 

Before leaving the hearing. Conservation Agent 
Elizabeth Leidhold pointed out to the commissioners 
that a previous Order of Conditions had mandated the 
planting of beach grasses between Thompson's property 
and the adjacent home, but that a trailered motor boat 
was parked over the grass. Thompson said the boat 
would be moved by Saturday and that the grasses would 
return in the spring. 

A continued hearing for Fred Schernecker's 
application for shoreline and beach nourishment at 1 
Goodspeed Island was reopened with engineer David 
Davignon representing the applicant. 



As in previous meetings, Rogers and Davignon 
revisited the issue of how best to maneuver along the 
beach and coastal bank. 

Rogers said that contractors working on the site 
should either use rubber-tired vehicles while restoring the 
bank, or Dura-Base mats to ensure that the beach was as 
undisturbed as possible during repairs. 

Davignon pushed back a bit, noting the high cost 
of securing such mechanized vehicles, and over 400 feet's 
worth of mat material. 

Rogers said, "My job isn't to help the contractors, 
it's to protect the beach." 

Rogers said the commission would monitor the 
work once it began, and Davignon agreed to use one of 
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those methods, or an equal one, for moving beach sand 
and other reconstructive materials along the bank. 

A new plan of record was submitted and a 
previously written multi-page Order of Conditions was 
approved for Schernecker's Notice of Intent. 

On adjacent property owned by Andrew and 
Jennifer Mclntire, a NOI filing also continued until 
this night received an Order of Conditions similar to 
those issued for 1 Goodspeed Island for their beach 
nourishment plans.

23 County Road, submitted a new plan of record for 
stormwater management on the property. The new plan 
was accepted. 

Residents of Brandt Point Village, Gail Carlson 
and Denis Demos, had an informal discussion with the 
commissioners in a follow-up to letters sent to Natural 
Heritage regarding concerns they have over a mandated 
turtle fences and earth movement activities at the sub- 
division. 

Leidhold said she had contacted environment 
scientist Brad Holmes, who had been engaged by the 
developers previously to observe activities at the site. 
Leidhold contacted Marc Marcus the developer and put 
him in contact with Holmes. 

Rogers said the commission's biggest challenge 
was the number of hours Leidhold could work - 19.5 per 
week - and the myriad of activities she was expected to 
handle in so short a workweek. But, he assured Carlson 
and Demos, saying, "Liz will stay in touch with Brad." 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett 
Conservation Commission is scheduled for April 10 at 
6:30 pm in the town hall conference room. 

Loranger Condo Still Facing Opposition 

Marion Zoning Board of Appeals

The plan for a condominium at 426 Front Street 
has been reduced from a six-unit, 11 -bedroom complex to 
a five-unit, 11 -bedroom one, although the footprint of the 
building will remain the same. 

Developer Christian Loranger is seeking Marion 
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Zoning Board of Appeals approval for the razing of an 
existing three-story historic home and the reconstruction 
and expansion of a new condominium complex that 
Loranger and his attorney John Mathieu maintain is a 
grandfathered use of the property. 

Neighbors and abutters oppose the expansion of 
the building, saying the 35-foot high (plus three feet more 
for an elevator shaft), 3,972 square-foot building is outside 
the character of the existing neighborhood and would 
dwarf the surrounding houses, lowering property values. 

On March 23, Loranger decided to drop the 
number of units to five. And now. Attorney Mathieu 
argues that, having been a multi-family since 1958 with 
three affidavits from subsequent owners who also used 
the property as a multi-family the multi-family use is 
grandfathered and allowable under the bylaw. 

"The building," said Mathieu, "we're trying to 
bring this property as much into compliance as possible." 
The new structure would be pushed back from its current 
location, eliminating setback issues. 

Mathieu reviewed plans to reduce the driveway, 
while constructing a rear parking lot from gravel and 
planting arborvitae along the property lines to provide 
some screening for abutters. Several other matters were 
addressed, and Mathieu pointed out that the project now 
complies with the bylaws and is allowable. 

As for being detrimental to the neighborhood as 
some neighbors claim, Mathieu said, "Look around the 
neighborhood." All parcels near the property, he said, 
contain businesses. It is close to the biggest intersection 
in town, he said, with gas stations, convenience stores, 
a realtor, a massage studio, and "the biggest boatyard in 
town." 

"The neighborhood here is mixed at best," said 
Mathieu. "We're asking for one additional unit in a multi- 
family structure." 

The current structure has four units, 11 bedrooms. 

Mathieu says the new high-end condominiums 
would bring new tax revenue up to an additional $40,000 
a year. 

The determination that the board really needs 
to make, said Mathieu, is whether granting this special 
permit would be more detrimental to the town or the 
neighborhood? "And I argue that Mr. Loranger has a track 
record here. You can see the quality of work that he's done 
[at 16 Cottage Street]." 

Mathieu continued, "We feel this project met all 
the requirements . . . and this project is fitting," taking 
transient rentals to ownership, increasing the value of the 
neighborhood and the tax base. 

The project would still require approval for an 
additional unit for sewer service. Building Inspector Scott 
Shippey added. 

ZBA member Michelle Smith commented that 
Mathieu' s presentation was "very thorough." 

A number of abutters present read from prepared 
statements and letters from neighbors who could not be 
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present that night. They all believe the proposed building 
is too large for the neighborhood and their property 
values would decrease as a result. 

Loranger said that, during the planning stages of 
the project, he reached out to Peter Douglas at 326 Front 
Street, an abutter who has been vocal in his opposition 
to the project, but Loranger said Douglas was unwilling 
to meet with him, as were other neighbors Loranger 
approached. 

"I love this town," said Loranger, "and I've 
worked very, very hard to be able to live in this town and 
raise my family in this town . . . and I want the best for this 
town." 

The hearing was continued until the next 
scheduled meeting on April 13 at 7:30 pm at the Marion 
Town House. 

Marion Closer to LED Light Replacement 

Marion Energy Management Committee

The issue of LED street lighting continued to 
dominate the discussion at the March 27 meeting of the 
Marion Energy Management Committee. Committee 
member Rob Fisher provided new details regarding 
the energy savings and program procedures for the 
procurement of the energy-saving lights. 

The committee intends to convert all the 
streetlights in Marion to LED lights through a grant from 
the Massachusetts Rapid LED Streetlight Conversion 
Program. The grant would provide a 30 percent 
reimbursement to the town for the purchase of the LED 
lights. 

A program representative told Fisher that the 
grant funding is available through 2018, but most likely 
will be used up by the end of this year. 

"If Marion doesn't get in on the grant, we 
could still get in on the buying power of the program," 
Fisher told the committee, since there will be so many 
municipalities purchasing lights, which will give the 
purchasers leverage for a lower price. 

In order for the town to qualify for the grant, 
it must first purchase the streetlights from Ever source. 
Many of the lights to be replaced are greater than 10 years 
old and have therefore significantly depreciated in value 
so that Marion is hoping to purchase them all for $1, 
which other towns have already successfully done. 

Committee member Bill Saltonstall sought 
clarification from Fisher as to the cost savings to the town, 
to which Fisher replied that, in addition to the energy 
savings, there would no longer be rental or maintenance 
costs paid to Eversource. 

Fisher noted that, by merely purchasing the lights, 
there would be an immediate cost savings of 20 percent 
on the electric bill, simply due to the lack of maintenance, 
service, and rental from Eversource. However, if Marion 
owned the lights, it would need to maintain them. Fisher 
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listed a number of ways this could be accomplished. 

"Marion could hire a service company, which 
Wareham does. Or if the town has a bucket truck and 
an electrician, we could do it ourselves or we could hire 
another town to do it, like Middleborough," Fisher said. 

The committee seemed intrigued by the idea of 
piggybacking on another town's service contract, but 
questioned whether that town was satisfied with their 
contractor. Although Marion may own a bucket truck, it 
was unclear if the town had the expertise to perform the 
maintenance. 

Saltonstall asked if the lights were appropriately 
spaced, to which Fisher replied, "The lights seem to be 
doing well with existing spacing." 
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The pole lights recently installed on Ryder Lane 
and South Street apparently have their own meters, and 
the committee wondered about other pole lights to be 
replaced in addition to the cobra-style lights. 

Committee Chairman David Pierce summarized 
the committee's next steps: "Stage 1, we get the lights for 
as little as possible; Stage 2, figure out whether it makes 
sense to replace [the lights] all at once or piece meal; and 
Stage 3, 1 recommend Rob start discussing the idea with 
the town officials." 

Committee member Norman Hills felt that Town 
Administrator Paul Dawson would be the appropriate 
point of contact for Eversource. Hills suggested, "[We] get 
him to talk with Eversource to get a ballpark figure for 
the purchase of lights. It's the maintenance costs that will 
need to go to Town Meeting." 

Fisher clarified that if Dawson was to speak with 
Eversource, the committee must first provide him with the 
number of lights to be replaced, and that Dawson would 
need to be careful in his conversation to not start the 60- 
day clock within which Eversource would quote a price. 

If Eversource quotes a price greater than the $1 price the 
committee is hoping for, and the town was unhappy with 
the price, the issue would go to an arbitrator, which could 
take a long time to resolve. 

The committee asked Fisher to provide Dawson 
with an itemized before- and after-cost savings of 
replacing the streetlights prior to his conversation with 
Eversource. 

Saltonstall concluded the discussion by observing 
that his great hope is to see the nighttime stars again in 
Marion, remarking, "Dark sky lighting is important, and 
the LED lighting addresses this issue. I love the idea and 
I'd love to get it done." 

In other business, Saltonstall provided a brief 
update on the Future Generation Wind project, noting that 
December was the first month with all four wind turbines 
on-line. 

"I was very interested to see what the number 
was," said Saltonstall. "At approximately $6,700 per 
month savings, which is what December was, we'd be 
saving the town the $80,000 annually that we predicted." 

Committee member Eileen Marum reminded the 
committee of the sustainability talk by Jamie Jacquart 
to be held Thursday, April 13, at 7:00 pm in the Music 
Hall. Pierce suggested the committee invite other 
town committees and departments. Marum remarked 
pointedly, "They should all be interested!" 

The next meeting of the Marion Energy 
Management Committee is scheduled for Monday, April 
24, at 7:00 pm in the Marion Music Hall. 

Another Solar Farm Coming to Rochester 

Rochester Planning Board

This time, residents near the corner of Rounseville 


and Mendell Roads are learning all about the Tao of the 
solar farm. 

On March 28, the Rochester Planning Board 
heard plans for the town's potential sixth large-scale solar 
panel installation - this one located on an open field and 
partially wooded property at 453 Rounseville Road. 

Just as other Rochester residents have done over 
the past couple of years, the residents who live near this 
site gathered at the Rochester Town Hall to hear about the 
scale of the project, whether or not they will see the panels 
from their houses (No! the board promises), will their 
property values plummet (the board says no), and if there 
are any health risks to solar panels (of which there are 
none) - questions that concern all newbies facing a new 
neighbor of this nature. 

Borrego Solar Systems, Inc., the solar developer 
leasing the land to develop the solar installation, said 
a 3.3-megawatt solar farm is planned for the site that 
is currently two parcels of 67 and 14 acres. One parcel 
contains a house, which will be carved out into a separate 
two-acre lot, while the rest of the acreage is merged. 

Seven acres of woodlands will be clear-cut. 
Thirteen acres of solar panels (8,800 panels) will be 
installed on the property. 

Since a prior meeting with a technical review 
team, a 7-foot high white vinyl fence is planned for the 
visible perimeter of the site, with berms of 3 to 5 feet in 
height planned for sections where elevated terrain could 
be visible. 

The project being planned for Rounseville Road, 
a designated scenic highway, cannot be seen from any 
public perspective along the road. 

Along the wooded sections of the perimeter, 
a 7-foot black-coated chain-link fence is planned for 
security. 

This project will be the first to file under the 
Town's updated, more stringent solar bylaw, and 
Chairman Arnold Johnson reassured abutters that the 
board has learned from past solar projects and has refined 
its preferences and process for protecting the town and 
the neighborhood. 

"We always learn as we go forward, and we try 
to change our bylaws to reflect what's actually going on," 
Johnson said. 

One aspect of the planning process that the board 
is adamant about completing is comprehensive sightline 
analyses from neighboring properties. The one sightline 
transection taken from the front lawn of the houses along 
the perimeter is not enough. 

"We're not going down that road again," said 
Johnson, demanding that the developer return to take 
sightlines from the front steps of each home to verify that 
the project would not be visible above the fence screening. 

"Our goal really is to not see this," said Borrego 
Solar Systems representative Steve Long. 

But phrases such as "our goal is" and "we 
intend to" do not fly with this board, said member John

''We will, they will..." said DeMaggio, is more 
like it. "That's the only thing we want to hear here." 

Other focuses of the board apart from screening, 
said Johnson, include decommissioning and maintenance. 

Abutters made requests such as changing the 
color of the fence from white to more of a "nature color," 
which Long said could be an option; however, white 
was chosen by the technical review team because of 
an existing white fence near the site that some thought 
would blend in better with the new fence. Long also said 
an existing stone wall around the property could also 
remain untouched outside the fence. 

Neighbors wondered if there was any way to stop 
every field in Town from becoming a solar farm, but, said 
Johnson, unfortunately there is not. Solar installations 
are covered by state legislation that encourages solar 
development in the state, and as board member Ben 
Bailey pointed out to them, "Our hands are tied by the 
state. If you want to do something about this, make 
yourself heard at the state level." 

"Unfortunately," said Johnson, as far as the 
Planning Board is concerned, "it's not a popularity contest 
whether we personally agree with anything . . . we're 
governed by state statute." 

Resident Lance Davenport was left wondering 
about what benefits there are to the town with a project 
("eyesore") like this one. 
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''It's a beautiful field," said Davenport to Long. 
"There's deer there ... you're tearing it up, you truly are, 
and it's a shame and I get it, it's business . . . but this is 
our town and this is a beautiful town and if in every open 
field we have something like this, then what do we get 
out of this?" 

The answer is, said Johnson, "Unfortunately, not 
much." The town cannot even collect an excise tax on the 
value of the equipment, Johnson added. 

The Conservation Commission will hold a public 
hearing on the solar project on April 4 to discuss wetlands 
on the site, as well as a perennial stream. Long said the 
project will stay outside the 100-foot wetlands buffer and 
200 feet away from the stream. 
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The next meeting of the Rochester Planning Board 
is scheduled for April 11 at 7:00 pm at the Rochester Town 
Hall. 

ConCom Wants Quarantine of Invasives at Dump 

Marion Conservation Commission

Marion Conservation Commission member Jeffrey 
Doubrava proposed a quarantine of a section of the Benson 
Brook Road leaf disposal dump at the transfer station to 
prevent the spread of invasive species in Marion. On March 
22, the commission as a whole approved a motion to allow 
Doubrava to draft a letter to Carver / Marion / Wareham 
Refuse Disposal District Executive Director Ray Pickles 
to propose a system to quarantine and then burn invasive 
species at the leaf mulching site of the public dump. 

Doubrava said that the public discards invasive 
species such as phragmites, bittersweet, and bamboo, ''and 
then three years later, people get this nice, green, clean 
mulch and they wonder what's growing up there." 

Doubrava proposed burning the invasives every 
spring to stop the spreading. 

"That's a great idea," said Conservation 
Commission member Norm Hills. 

Doubrava said he spoke with members of the 
Marion Tree Committee, as well as the Sippican Lands 
Trust, "and they violently support the idea," he said. 

The dumpsite, though, is not under the jurisdiction 
of the Marion Department of Public Works; rather, it is 
under the management of the Carver / Marion / Wareham 
Regional Disposal District. 

The matter will be discussed further at a future 
Conservation Commission meeting. 

Also during the meeting, the commission closed 
the public hearing for Michael Popitz of Indian Cove Road 
to construct a second driveway in order to provide better 
access and easier maneuvering of Popitz' s boat. 

After some consideration, including posing the idea 
to widen the existing driveway opening in order to increase 
maneuverability, the commission expressed a general 
opposition to the altering of wetlands for the purpose of 
maneuvering a boat. Popitz had proposed some wetlands 
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Meeting acceptance in May. 

The ORR School Committee was still talking 
about the Old Rochester Regional school district budget, 
the most contentious, during the March 23 joint meeting 
of the Tri-Town school committees. 

'Tt wasn't even level-service with that number," 
said ORR School Committee Chairman Tina Rood before 
moving on from the subject. 

The three towns firmly offered only a $320,000 
increase for the ORR school budget this year, resulting in 
the committee increasing the number of School Choice 
slots to supplement a level-service budget. 

The total FY18 operating budget for ORR is 
$18,093,215 - a $452,242 (2.56%) increase from FY17. The

Tri-Town Schools Wrap Up FY18 Budgets, Calendar 

Joint School Committees

All the numbers are in and all fiscal year 2018 
school budgets have been approved, ready for Town 
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individual town assessments totaling $14,633,215 are 
as follows: Marion $4,431,698, up $229,287 from FY17; 
Mattapoisett $5,420,566, up $191,861 from last year; and 
Rochester $4,780,951, a decrease of $103,907 from FY17. 
The remainder of the budget is funded by other sources of 
revenue from the school district, including the increased 
number of School Choice slots that will add $5,000 in 
additional revenue for each student entering the district. 

''The townspeople support our schools," said 
Rood. "They believe in the work that's being done here, 
and they expect us to put forth to them what we think is 
important in our schools." 

The Marion local school district budget is up 
$68,452, a mere 1.17%, totaling $5,929,108. 

Mattapoisett' s budget, which is up $182,417 or 
2.69%, totals $6,964,650. 

In Rochester, the FY18 budget rose by $138,735, or 
2.34%, to $6,076,537. 

In all, the three towns spend a total of $37,063,510 
on education in Tri-Town. 

"All in all," said School Business Administrator 
Patrick Spencer, "it's a lot of money to help our schools 
and we'll try to do our best." 

In other matters, the joint school committees 
voted to accept the school calendar for the 2017-2018 
school year. Good Friday next year, March 30, has been 
scheduled as a day off from school. 

The next meeting of the joint school committees 
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is scheduled for Wednesday, May 10, at 6:30 pm in the 
junior high media room. 

Rochester Memorial Budget Set 

Rochester School Committee

The Rochester School Committee met on March 
23 with a focus on the local school budget. 

Superintendent Doug White presented the 
$6,076,537 FY18 budget, which is a 2.34% or $138,735 
increase over FY17. The increases comprise: $115,081 
(6.55%) for special education; $21,793 (0.75%) in 
professional staffing, $7,251 (2.58%) in regular day 
transportation; and an unspecified 'other' category for 
$7,281, a new line item. Also noted in the details was a 
negative $12,671 savings in maintenance and utilities. 

White said, "Special education is $1,871,771 and 
regular day $4,204,766." In 2016, White's data showed that 
the school system served 84 students in special education. 

Director of Student Services Michael Nelson 
explained that towns must pay the first $50,000 in special 
education costs for a student, and then the district is 
subsequently reimbursed up to 75% for costs in excess of 
that amount. 

White also said the budget reflects a request to 
fund a .3 part-time health instructor to achieve health 
directives identified through the Flealthy Tri-town 
Coalition. 

Assistant Superintendent Dr. Elise Frangos 
discussed the importance of early health intervention. 
"Challenges in student choices start in the elementary 
grades . . . choices in friendships, nutrition and how the 
body works..." she explained. Frangos said it's too late to 
start helping students make good choices in the absence 
of a program at the elementary level. "We found it's too 
late by the time they reach junior high." With the health 
educator in the elementary grades, she said, "Kids are 
going to enter the junior high knowing how to make 
better choices." 

The budget was unanimously passed. 

School Principal Derek Medeiros reported that 
school enrollment in 2016-17 stood at 471 and that he's 
seeing an uptick for the coming year. 

Regarding the upcoming MCAS testing, Medeiros 
said the teachers had completed a run-through with the 
students using Chromebook technology. He felt confident 
the students would be ready to navigate the testing 
platform. 

School Committee Chairman Tina Rood 
congratulated the Destination Imagination teams for 
their fine performances and said that, of the 14 teams 
in the district, eight were moving on to the state level 
competitions. 

Frangos said that meetings are planned in the 
coming weeks to introduce parents to the new report card 
system that begins in the fall. Meetings are scheduled to 
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take place at Sippican School on March 29 at 6:30 pm and 
at Rochester Memorial School on April 26 at 6:30 pm. 
Parents may elect to attend any meetings in the district. 

The next meeting of the Rochester School 
Committee is scheduled for April 5 at 4:15 pm at 
Rochester Memorial School in the main office conference 
room. 

Night of Music at FORM Choral Concert

Just as students arrive back from Spring Break and 
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seniors count down their last nine weeks until graduation, 
Tabor Academy is preparing to welcome the newest class 
of incoming Seawolves in the upcoming week.

After an extensive application season that lasts 
throughout the majority of the school year in which 
prospective students complete an application and 
an interview, the admissions decisions were finally 
announced on March 10. For some, an acceptance letter 
to Tabor may be a sure path for the years ahead, but for 
others Tabor is one of several schools to which they have 
been accepted. 

For accepted students and parents of both 
natures, the three Revisit Days offer an opportunity to 
experience life as a student in a way that the student-led 
campus tours cannot. For Tabor's faculty and students, 
these days are an opportunity to show all that the school 
has to offer on a personal and first-hand basis. 

"It gives incoming students an opportunity 
to see the daily life of a Tabor student in all aspects 
of our school," said Flead Tour Guide and senior Kat 
Mitchell, "Whether it be academics, community life, or 
extracurricular activities, coming to Revisit Day will allow 
our future Seawolves to further understand our school." 

Prospective students are assigned a current 
student, typically in the grade they will be entering, 
who brings them around campus for a traditional day 
of classes. While many students will go to class with 
their guide, students typically attend classes fitting 
their interests, and often get a chance to enter the class 
discussions or activities. 

"One thing about Revisit Day that made me want 
to come to Tabor was how happy the person I was visiting 
with was. They were having a great time in every class 
and had lots of friendly interactions in between classes as 
well. Even to this day, the person I revisited with is one of 
my best friends," said freshman Drew Kirk. 

In addition to classes, student guides bring the 
revisiting students to lunch where they not only get a 
taste of a typical Tabor meal but also a chance to meet 
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their fellow classmates next year. 

One core event enjoyed by accepted students and 
their parents is the Chapel program, which will be held 
during every Revisit Day Chapel is held twice a week 
during a typical school day, and often features some type 
of musical performance and a senior student speaker as 
the main event.

Boys' Basketball: The Bulldogs started out the 
season strong. They continued to work hard throughout 
their regular season, advancing all the way to the semi- 
finals of the MI A A state tournament. Not only did the 
team work well together, they also had a few key players 
who stood out. Junior guard Jason Gamache worked as 
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a solid defender and impressive offender, which earned 
him a spot on one local publication's 'All-Star Team.' He 
was the leading 3-pointer with 43 in the regular season, 
and he averaged 12.7 points throughout the year. The 
second All-Star for the Bulldogs was senior captain Matt 
Valles. The 6-foot-7 center was known for his rebounds 
and layups. He averaged 16 points and 14 rebounds a 
game. In the three postseason games, Valles scored 70 
points and 60 rebounds. Senior Jacob Caffarella was 
named an honorable mention for his consistency and 
hard work throughout the season. Senior captain Russell 
Noonan was named 'Boys Basketball Player of the Year.' 
Noonan was noticeably Old Rochester's most valuable 
player throughout the season. His skills were crucial for

Girls' Basketball: Throughout the season, the 
Lady Bulldogs relied on a large variety of players to make 
it into the postseason. Sophomore Maddie Demanche 
earned an honorable mention for her excellent defense 
and ability to maneuver the ball on offense.

hurdles, he was continuously determined to improve 
throughout the season. Renwick placed first at the South 
Coast Championships (7.96) and Division 5 meet (7.71). 

At the New Balance Nationals Indoor, he placed second 
overall to become an All-American for the first time in 
school history.

The Transfiguration, Starring Eric Ruffin and Chloe 
Levine. Directed by Michael O'Shea. Running time: 
97 minutes. No MPA A rating. Opening in limited re- 
lease April 4. 

Milo (Eric Ruffin), the African-American teen- 
ager whose struggles animate The Transfiguration, is en- 
amored of vampire movies. He has a stash of them on 
videotape in his bedroom closet, and he prefers the "re- 
alistic" ones — like George Romero's Martin or Tomas 
Alfredson's Let the Right One In. Milo might also enjoy 
The Transfiguration, because it, too, is realistic — vam- 
pires don't burn in sunlight, and they definitely don't 
sparkle. They just go around preying on the vulnera- 
ble, punching a hole in their carotid arteries and slurp- 
ing up the gore. When I say "they," though, I really 
only mean Milo, in the literal sense. The movie is full of 
metaphorical bloodsuckers, stealers of innocence, abus- 
ers and sociopaths. Such is life in New York City. 

Since the movie isn't religious at all — Milo 
would no doubt be unaffected by a crucifix or holy wa- 
ter if they were used against him — one might wonder 
why writer-director Michael O'Shea titled it The Trans- 
figuration, other than that it sounded cool and dark. 
Nobody is really transfigured here in the Christian 
sense, although some might say the movie itself trans- 
figures schlock into art. It's funny about vampire films 
— they lean into the artsy mode, the elegant and the 
expressionist, far more easily than, say, werewolf films 
or zombie films. Just recently we had Jim Jarmusch's 
Only Lovers Left Alive and Ana Lily Amirpour's A Girl 
Walks Home Alone at Night, and O'Shea's film joins their 
number, reveling in the glum goth mood, the awkward 
silences, the gurgle of blood in the dark. 

Milo meets a newcomer to his building — So- 
phie (Chloe Levine), an abused girl almost as affect- 
less as Milo is, though she's quicker to laugh. Milo is 
almost always clenched and blank-faced, but around 
Chloe he loosens up a bit. For a while, hanging out 
or watching violent videos, they seem well-matched, 
one's psychological/ emotional blank spots comple- 
menting the other's. Milo's even more dour older 
brother Lewis (Aaron Clifton Moten), an Army veteran. 



is at least happy to see Milo comfortable around some- 
one, even if she's a white girl. That fact makes Milo 
even more of an object of derision for the local gang, 
who enjoy tormenting him. 

Milo's connection with the gang doesn't end 
up where you'd expect it to in a vampire film, and his 
relationship with Sophie doesn't, either. The Transfigura- 
tion is bound to be called a cross between Martin and 
Moonlight, though it's not as erotic as those films. What 
it seems to have under the hood is something about 
how inhuman conditions can produce inhuman people 
(or, as Stephen King would put it, "this inhuman place 
makes human monsters"); almost everyone we see ex- 
ists in some spiritually null zone. There might also be 
something about how black teenage males are demon- 
ized, made the monsters of the media narrative. Milo 
might be the result of generations of neglect benign and 
not-so-benign. He doesn't seem to have much race con- 
sciousness, though. He's too deeply into his vampire 
fixation — like Martin, he believes he is one, so in terms 
of effect he pretty much is one. 

The performances are uniformly natural and 
unaffected; O'Shea understands that quiet desperation 
speaks louder than hysteria. (He also has the wit to 
give cameos to Troma schlockmeister Lloyd Kaufman 
and art-house horror auteur Larry Fessenden, whose 
disparate styles influence this film's.) People will sit 
together on the side of the wide frame, isolated yet 
united. The compositions are thoughtful, though al- 
ways a little jiggly O'Shea takes his time and creates an 
allusive atmosphere whose meanings are up for grabs. 
The Transfiguration could have snapped into sharper fo- 
cus; it remains a bit thematically diffuse. But at its best 
it earns its place in that bedroom closet next to Martin 
and the rest.

I have 3 cats and one of them isn't using the litter box 
consistently. I clean the box every few days and have 
a covered box nicely enclosed in a closet. Is one of my 
cats sick? 

It's amazing that your cats have put up with your 
litter box behavior. There should be 1 box per indoor 
cat so you need 2 more boxes. The boxes should be 
cleaned daily at the very least. Cats in general do 
not like covered boxes. Get rid of the cover. Cats also 
prefer boxes to be as out in the open as possible so 
they don't feel trapped going in or out. There should 
be 2 or 3 ways for the cat to get out of the box. In 
general, cats prefer clumping litter as well. Stay 
with one that works and don't get fooled into buying 
whatever is on sale.
